tion of the Japanese army. 

This large new nation, the reports 
asserted, would sever all economic and 
financial relations with the Chinese 
national government at Nanking and 
‘seek to promote cordial relations 


‘among North China, Japan and Man- 


choukuo. 

A spokesman for the foreign office 
admitted the possibility of Japanese 
military intervention should the Nank- 


ing government send troops to sup- 


the North China autonomy 
movement. 

The dispatches were from Peiping 
and Tientsin. Their unanimity of de- 
tail indicated they sprang from a com- 
/mon and well-informed source. 

United States’ View. 

(In Washington, the proposed Jap- 
anese move was seen as a develop- 
ment of Japanese policy against which 
Roosevelt administration made 
representations to Tokyo more than 
a year ago.

The death of Alfredo Barili, dis- 
tinguished Atlanta musician and

Born in Florence, Italy, into a fam-

FRONTS WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Mussolini offered a good excuse 
for the recall of General De Bono. He slipped out word that 
his Ethiopian campaigner was too old and too slow to suit him. 

The Italian dictator may get away with that logical unofficial expla- 
nation in Italy, but not among the wise boys here. The best of United 
States diplomatic and military authorities suspect a far more important 
half of the story has not been told. 

De Bono may be old and cautious, but he is still Mussolini’s best 
general. Also, he is a more devoted fascist than the Rome chief of staff, 
with whom he swapped jobs. His Ethiopian campaign, as far as the 
military experts here could see, was flawless. The change, stripped of 
official hooey, means simply that Mussolini has moved his best general 
home, where his best troops are also. 

The obvious deduction from this is that Mussolini has decided his 
most important front right now may be in Italy, not Ethiopia. 


TIPS But there is more to this theory than deduction. War-wise au- 
thorities have reason to believe the De Bono recall had a close 
connection with the British elections which occurred two days earlier. 
A week ago they picked up information that Stanley Baldwin had prom- 
ised the British labor party to put an end to Mussolini if the national 
government was returned to power. British labor is afraid of fascism, 
would like to see Mussolini sent to St. Helena. That is supposed to be 
why they offered no more formidable campaign against the return of the 

Baldwinites. 
At any rate, the insiders here have been wondering since the Bald-

chips, and not worthy of the respect 
and fear which it engenders, I would 
suggest a small collection of American 
and European coins at their present 
valuation. 

Spaniards have a big, strong, super- 
coin of honest appearance, slightly 
larger than an American iron dollar. 
It represents five pesetas, and, al- 
though it obviously is a better coin 
than the hard American dollar, it is 
worth only 70 cents. The French 
franc is now valued at about six cents 
in American money and is made of 
brass. The French five-franc piece is 
about the size of a silver dollar, but it 
is made of aluminum, or some other 
light, slippery metal. Although it rep- 
resents about 35 cents in American 
money it can be turned out in quan- 
tity at the foundry at the rate of 
one cent each. 

Of itself, the five-frane coin would 
seem to be worth less. The French 
have abandoned the fragile 10-franc 
notes with which touring Americans 
used to light cigars to the dismay and 
disgust of the French people in the 
era of wonderful nonsense and have 
substituted the silver piece. This 10- 
france piece is slightly smaller than 
the American half dollar," but it is 
worth 60 cents or just about the same 
as the Spanish five peseta, which is 
almost twice ag big. So, on one side 
of an imaginary line between France 
and Spain a given amount of silver 
in coin is worth twice as much as on 
the other side. 


Swiss franc is 
1 e of silver and 
is about the same 
_ size as the Spanish 
one peseta piece and the American 
quarter. The Swiss frane is worth 
about 33 cents, the American quarter 
is worth 25 cents and one peseta is 
worth 14 cents. Then there is the 
Swiss five-frane coin, but it is valued 
at about $1.65. 

The Swiss take no little pride in 

the superiority of their franc, but by 
an odd quirk of human nature they 
may be heard to deplore the high cost 
of living, which exists even among 
their people. This makes it necessary 
to pay high wages and this, too, makes 
it necessary to charge good prices for 
merchandise, with the result that liy- 
ing 18 more expensive in Switzerland 
than in the United States. 
_And, although the League of Na- 
tions, with its lavish expenditures in 
Geneva, has contributed much to the 
prosperity of the city and the rise in 
prices, there are many Swiss who feel 
that this is somehow not just right, 
either. A young Swiss woman with 
a clerical job in the League receives 
a salary of 10,000 francs, of about 
$3.300 a year. It will be a long time 
before any Swiss firm pays 3,000 
francs a year to a woman clerk in its 
office, but the trend is upward, and 
employers naturally view the future 
with alarm.

HEALTH TALKS

PULLING THE LEG OF THE 
SCIATICA PATIENT, 

The sciatic nerve extends from the 
lower part of the spinal cord down 
back of the hip joint deep im the but- 
tock and through the back of the 
thigh to the leg and foot. As those 
who have had sciatica will readily 
believe, it is the largest nerve in the 


body, being nearly as broad and half 
as thick as your thumb. It supplies 
Sensation to the hip joint, motion to 
the large muscles of thigh and leg 
ay sensation to the skin of thigh and 
eg. - 

Sciatica is pain in this nerve, 

whether due to inflammation of the 
nerve (neuritis) or to some irrita- 
tion of the nerve as by pressure upon 
it or strain or functional fatigue 
(neuralgia). 
_Of course there is no such condi- 
tion as “sciatic rheumatism’’—that is 
merely a name to give the trouble 
when you don’t know what is the 
matter. 

Strain, sprain or weakness and re- 
laxation of the sacroiliac junction, 
“slipped innominate” as.the osteo- 
paths called it before we regulars got 
onto it, gives rise to symptoms fre- 
quently mistaken for sciatica. This 
should be ruled out by special test 
in the preliminary examination. 

Sciatic neuritis is comparatively 
rare. It may occur from general tox- 
emia from alcohol, lead, arsenic, or 
from diabetes or syphilis: sometimes 
from pressure on the nerve by tu- 
mor within the pelvis. Treatment de- 
pends on the cause of the neuritis. 

Injection of normal salt solution or 


| other medicines into the sciatic nerve 


trunk or into the space around it has 
given prolonged and grateful relief in 
many cases of sciatic neuritis. 

Sciatic neuralgia generally calls for 
rest as the paramount remedy. Not 
just ‘sitting or lying about, but rest 
in bed with the limb of the affected 
side in extension, either the familiar 
Buck’s extension or better Hodgen’s 
suspension, for a period of a week, 
more or less. 

Then when the pain subsides and 
muscle spasm relaxes and the distor- 
tion of posture or relations of leg and 
body or spine and pelvis and femur 
becomes normal, either a well fitted 
corset or plaster cast,or a wide sacro- 
iliac belt or girdle may be applied for 
support, and the patient instructed in 
graduated exercises to restore the nor- 
mal support which has been lost from 
insufficie cy of the muscles. 

While the patient is having his leg 
pulled heat in one form or another, or 
diathemy, and medication may be 


combined with the correctional ortho- 


pedic treatment. 

This method of treatment has 
proved especially successful in cases 
where the trouble is of gradual] on- 
set, the patient “nervous” or perhaps 
branded “neurasthenic,” under “nerv- 
ous strain,” and subject to backaches 
and leg pains when tired or worn out. 
The fundamental factor in these cases 
is fatigue and muscular inanfficiency.

IN HOME LOAN DEFENSE 


Horace Russell Tells 
preme Court Clause Is 
Authority.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(?)}— 
The “general welfare” clause of the 
constitution was advanced today to 
Support the home act in the first 
argument heard by the supreme court 
this term on the validity of a New 
Deal law. 

Horace Russell, general counsel for 
the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, 
told the court congress had power un- 
der that clause to authorize building 
‘and loan associations to come under 
a control without regard to state 
aw. 

“Congress has supreme power in the 
field of creating fiscal agencies,” he 
asserted, 

“It can go out and take a state 
|corporation without asking the state 
about it just as it can take me in 
| the event of war,’ Ruségell asserted. 
| He was made the target of a bar- 
_rage of questions from members of 
_the court during which Justice Suther- 
jland told him that if his statement 
‘Was true congress could convert a 
flour milling corporation into a bank. 

“That is true provided it acted with- 
in its constitutional rights,” Russell

| mining that goes on in the vicinity. 

Laborious Digging. 

A little more than a pound of gold 
‘per day is the average output of this 
municipality. There are two types of 
mining in operation here, one is “pan- 
ning for gold” in the river and its 
smaller tributaries, and the other is 
digging it out of the hillsides. Large 
openings in the hills were noticed from 
the town. These were described as 
“workings for gold” and early one 
morning I climbed up to these work 
ings to see how it was done and with 
what success. A laborer was just ar- 
riving to begin his day’s work in a 
fissure of the rock ribbed hills. Sup- 
plied with a chisel, hammer, pick and 
shovel he was cutting his way back 
into the crack in the rock which was 
about two feet wide. The rock and 
soil that he dug out was carefully 
placed in buckets to be carried to 
water where he would wash it for 
the precious yellow grains. Rarely is 
a nugget of any size found, 

The other type of mining, panning, 
may be placed under the head of 
placer mining also. After a short trip 
beyond the town and down the river 
we came to a group of men panning 
for gold. This was done in more or 
less the usual manner, washing the 
sand and gravel and allowing the 
heavier metal to go to the bottom. A 
circular shallow wooden bowl is used 
for this work. A sort of tripod’ sup- 
ports the bowl and a smaller contain- 
er that receives the gold. The sand 
and gravel is dug from the shallow 
bed of the stream. The barefooted fel- 
low who digs the gold out here gets 
about a third less than the man who 
sells is down in the capital. 

Theater Impressive. 

Two buildings in this city are very 
impressive, one is a church, the other 
a theater. The church is old, it was 
begun in 1731 and completed in 1774. 
The theater is new, having been re- 
cently completed. The church is off 
from the main part of town seques- 
tered beneath towering palms. The 
theater is on the main street. The 


‘church has heavy thick walls of cut 


stone. The theater has thin walls, 
cream colored, marble bordered and 
ornamented with striking statues. The 
church is ornamented with painting 
and sculpture. About the facade there 
are stone figures made by a creature 
who has become legendary throughout 
this section. A deformed hunchback, 
with the soul but without the strength 
of Hugo’s hero of Notre Dame, cut 
this’ stone. It required years of pa- 
tient labor. All the while leprosy and 
other disease sapped the strength of 
the artist. A negro was intrusted with 
the task of bringing the sick man to 
and from his work. At his own re- 
quest a curtain was hung about him 
to hide his horrible features, as he 
worked from day to day. At last lep- 
rosy had left only stumps to his two

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—(*?)— 
Asserting that the time has come to 
“shift from an emergency basis into 
a long-term permanent and ecdnomi- 
cally sound program,” Secretary Wal- 


lace today urged the farmers of the 
country to regard the problem as na- 
tional in character. 

“We have a man-sized job on our 
hands,” Wallace told delegates to the 
convention of the Association of Land 
Grant Colleges and Universities. “We 
can’t get to first base unless the farm- 
ers look beyond his line fence to his 
neighbor, to his region and to the 
nation. 

“Unless the farmers can learn to 
make the necessary mental and emo- 
tional adjustments, we are licked be- 
fore we start.” 

The agriculture secretary then fore- 
east an era of regional agricultural 
adjustment, and urged development of 
cvuunty planning by farm leaders dur- 
ing the coming winter. 

“You will be hearing a good deal 
about regional adjustment,” he said. 

Recalling four~- regional meetings 
held with extension workers and col- 
lege officials last summer, Wallace 
said that “we are at last approaching 
the agricultural problem as we would 
have in 1933 had there been time.” 

The emergency programs then put 
into effect, Wallace said, had “serious 
shortcomings,” and added that 
time has come “to shift from an emer- 
gency basis.” ay 

W. I. Myers, farm credit adminis- 
tration governor, told the convention 
in a statement that thousands of farm- 
ers “largely victims of the depression, 
were forced to pay blood-sucker in- 
terest before they found they were 
eligible for loans” by production credit 
associations. Myers said the “blood- 
sucker” interest rates in most in- 
stances ran from 24 to 42 per cent 
a year. 

Myers earlier had been at a confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Morgenthau and “Secretary 
Wallace at which the farm financing 
situation was canvassed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—(A)-- 
A major legal battle, with 100 utility 
holding companies asking the courts 
to halt government enforcement of 
the holding company act, was predict- 
ed today in informed utility circles. 


The forecast was by a usually an- 

thoritative spokesman that virtually 
all companies would announce shortly 
a refusal to register with the Securi- 
ties Commission, as required by the 
act, by December 1. : 
_ After that date they would theoret- 
ically hecome subject to the act’s pen- 
alties for that registering. Immediate 
effective administration of the stat- 
ute would become virtually impossible, 
and might turn largely upon efforts 
to force compliance. 

The utility spokesman, who de- 
clined to be quoted on the ground that 
he could not speak for the entire in- 
dustry, conceded there Was a possibil- 
ity of last-minute changes by a few 
companies. Even this, he contended, 
was highly improbable. unless new and

Covering Honors. 


When, and when not to cover an 
honor is one of the most troublesome 
problems of the game, even for good 
contract players. Their confusion is, 
in my opinion, largely based on the 
so-called bridge “‘aphorism,” no more 
true than dozens of others equally 
misleading, that one always should 
“cover an honor with an honor.” 

To be helpful, a rule must have few 
exceptions. When the exceptions reach 
as great a number as the observances, 
the rule is worthless. 

The fact is that a player’s intelli- 
gence must be invoked on each indi- 
vidual occasion. But before this can 
be done, a clear understanding must 
be reached as to the object involved 
in covering, or not covering, honors. 

The object of covering is to pro- 
mote a winning position some other 
ecard held by the coverer, or his part- 
ner Conversely, when no such pro- 
motion is possible. or likely, a cover 
should not be made. 


To illustrate a standard situation: 


If East covers the lead of the 
queen, all four cards in the suit can 
be cashed in by North-South. The 
ace wins the first trick, North’s nine 
is finessed on the second round, the 
jack drops the eight and ten, and the 
deuce is perfectly good. 

If East does not cover, the suit 
cannot be run without the loss of 
one trick, If

leads a small card, the ace must be 
played by South, or the ten permitted 
to win the trick.

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EVANS RESIGNS 
FROM HIS POST 
AT CLEVELAND 


Alva Bradley Announces 
General Manager’s Job 
Discontinued. 


CLEVELAND. Nov. 18.—(UP)— 
William G. (Billy) Evans, possessor 
of the “body perfect” and general 
manager of the Cleveland Indians for 
the last eight years, tonight was look- 
ing for a job. 

Evans’ berth will not be filled, ae- 
cording to Alva Bradley, president of 
the Cleveland baseball elub who ac- 
cepted the former American league 


‘umpires voluntary resignation today. 


The office ‘of general manager hence- 
forth will be discontinued, although 
it was understood that C. C. Slap- 
nicka, chief scout for the Indians, ap- 
pointed to a newly-created job bear- 
ing the title of “assistant to the pres- 
ident” will absorb Evans’ duties. 


According to Bradley's statement, 
Evans had considered resigning for 
two years—ever since economic condi- 
tions necessitated a substantial reduc- 
tion in his $30,000 annual salary. His 
services were obtained last season for 
$12,000, it was understood. 

Although he would not discuss the 
future, it is believed Evans has an 
eye on the managership of the Detroit 
Tigers, left pilotless a week ago by the 
death of Frank J. Navin, president 
and director of the World Champion- 
ship American league club. 

Evans succeeded E. 8S. Barnard to 
the managership of the Indians in 
1927 when the latter became president 
of the American league. Evans nearly 
succeeded Barnard as American league 
president four years later. 

The square-shouldered  six-footer 
from Chicago who has devoted more 
than half of his 51 years to baseball 
forsook a reportorial career in Youngs- 
town, Ohio, 30 years ago to take up 
professional baseball] umpiring for the 
Ohio and Pennsylvania league.
